SIOUX SUCCUMBS. 


Sitting Bull’s Speech as He Sur- 
renders. 


- — 


The Great Indian Chief Tired of His 
Wanderings—His Plea for His 
Son and Himself. 


Special) to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT BUFORD, D. T., Juiy 21.—Sitting 
Bull and about 200 of his followers were 
brought in yesterday and surrendered to Maj 
Brotherton who opened the Council with a 
few remarks in which he forcibly outlined 
the policy the Government intends to follow 
and by which Bull and his family will be 
guided. Le informed them that they will be 
sent to join the larger portion of their people 
at Fort Yates; that they need have no fears 
of receiving any injumes from the millitary 
so long asthey continue to behave them- 
selves properly, and that,in short, they are 
to be treated the same asthose of their peo- 
ple who surrendered during the winter. 
When Maj. Brotherton had finished his re- 
marks, which at times were met by grunts of 
approval by nearly all the Indians present ex- 
cept Sitting Bull, the latter was informed that 
he could proceed with his little speech. He 
remained perfectly silent for at least five min- 
utes, as if making a review of his past life. 
Then addressing himself ina short speech to 
the Indians present, which speech was notin- 
terpreted, hefinally turned to his little son 
and directed him to take up his rifle and 
present it to Maj. Brotherton. 

SITTING BULL’S SPEECIL. 

This being done the Chief said: “I sur- 
render this rifle to you through my son whom 
I now desire to act inthis manner. He has 
become a friend of the Americans. I wish 
him to learn the habits of the whites—to be 
educated as their sons are educated. 1] wish 
it to be remembered that I was the last man 
of my tribe to surrender my rifle and this 
day have given it to you, and he now wants 
toknow howhe is going to make a living. 
W batever you have to give or whatever you 
have to say I would like to receive or hear 
now for I don’ wish to be kept in 
darkness longer. I have sent several 
messengers in here from time to 


time but none of them have returned with 
news. The other chiefs, Crow, King and 
Gall, have not wanted me to come, and I have 
never received good news from him. Inow 
wish to Jive this side of the line or the other, 
as I see fit. I wish to continue my old life of 
hunting, but would liketo be allowed to trade 
on both sides of the line. Thisis my coun- 
try. I don’t wish to be compelled togive it 


up. 
‘IY HEART WAS VERY SAD 
at having toleave the Great Mother’s country. 
She has been a friend to me but I want my 
children to grow wp in our native country, 
and I also wisb to feel that I can visit two of 
my friends on the other side of the 
line, Viz: Maj. Walsh and Captain MeDonald, 
wheneyer I wisb, and would like to wait with 
Lewis Levare, as he has always been a friend 
tome. I wish to have all mv people live 
together upon one reservation of our 
ownonthe Little Missouri. 1 left several! 
families at Wood Mountain and between there 
ard Qu Appella. Ihave many people among 
the Yansavunais at Poplar Creek, and I wish 
al] of them and those who have gone to Stand- 
ing Rock to be collected together upon our 
reservation. My people have many of them 
been bad. All are zood now that their arms 
and ponies nave been taken from them.’

Their Extent—Their Earnings Last Year 
and Total Dividends Paid. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—The Post says that 
the total number of miles of railroads of the 
United States in operation at the close of 
1880 wes 930,371 miles, an increase for the 
year of 7,174 miles against 2,771 miles the 
previous year and 2,687 milesin 1IS78. The 
gross earnings of railroads for 1880 were }615,- 
401,931 against $529,012,999 in 1879 
and the net earnings $255,195, - 
436 against 219,916,724 in ’79. The dividends 
paid aggregated $77,115,411 against $61,681, - 
470 in 1879. *Gross earnings reported on rail- 
roads in Southern States, $48,317,754 against 
$43,917,284 for 1879; $42,997,284 for 1878 and 
$39,812,358 for 1877. The net earnings were 
$18,124,034 against $14,673,357 for 1879 $14,379,- 
#08 and $12,664,346 for 1877. The dividends paid 
amounted to $3,525,977, against $2,131,770, for 
1879,$ 2,805,799 for 1878 and $2,740 793 
for 187i. The earnings from 
freights, mails, etc., 37,869,182 
and from passengers $10,448,572. During the 
year various consolidations of railroads were 
made in the Southern States,in consequence 
ofwhich the earnings to an amount not less 
than $2,000,000 were not reported, in addition 
to a very large amount of earnings by com- 
panies whose ofticers refused information. 
The total earnings of all railroads, 160,000 
miles of the Southern States is probably

The Debts of the Prince of Wales—Some 
Good Suggestions.

The Prince of Wales, with an income of 
only haifa million doliars a vear,is again in 
financial trouble. The amiable Princess en- 
joysa liberal and independent income voted 
as a marriage scttlement, and their children 
are well cared for. The Prince has the bad 


habit of running in debt, and has given Min- , 


isters no little annoyance, for they dislike to 
usk Parliament to pay his tradesmen’s bills. 
The present defit in his exchequer has been 
growivg for vears and bas finally grown into 
larze proportions. Beaconsfield had a tender 
place in his heart forthe indiscretions of 
royal youth. He had once lived luxu- 
riously himself, without much ¢are 
about pay day, and he could sympathize 
with others of expensive tastes and habits, 
who indulged them regardless of cost or con- 
sequences. Had Beaconstield lived he would 
have shouldered the Prince’s burden and 
have carried him through without much dif- 
ficulty. Gdadstone isafar less manageable 
Premier. He condemns reckless living io 
prince or peasant. With a passionate, culti- 
vated love for one branch of art, he did not 
hesitate to sell his beautiful and rare collec- 
tion of porcelain when the passion became 
burdensome. It may be assumed that he will 
require the l’rince to make a full exhibit of 
his debts, andtoenter into stipulations for 
the future, as acondition precedent to any 
movein Parliament for an additional grant 
of money. The Prince of Wales seems to hive 
adopted George IV. foramodel. .George 
aspired to be “the first gentleman of sore kt 
but he really was a mean and détestable char- 
acter, destitute of honor and of principle. 
Loving coarse display, prodigalin expendi- 
ture and willing to make disgraceful sacri- 
fices to procure ready money, he was always 
in debt and be frequently sought to leave the 
kingdom inorder to escape from suffering 
and clamorous creditors. His father came to 
his relief several times, but he discovered 
that the Prince would spend the whole rev- 
enues of the crownif they were at his dis- 
posal, and be no better off at the end of the 
vear. These demands upon the privy purse 
were one of the many causes of estrangement 
between father and son. 

The present Prince of Wales was reared 
with great strictness and rigid discipline. He 
sought relief in evasion and in excess. An 
escapade of the Prince, it is said, brought on 
the eqid which led to Prince Albert’s death. 

at belief became rooted in the Queen’s 
mind and served to alienate her from ber son. 
Prince Albert and the Queen were both given 
toa careful economy unusual in persons of 
their rank. The stories told of the household 
expenses and of the personal supervision of 
her Majesty over them would do credit to a 
German matron of the old school of limited 
fortune. Since the death of Prin-e 
Albert the Queen has prac- 
tically retired, and the social! functions of her 
station have almost entirely devolved upon 
the Vl’rince of Wales, The Prince’s friends 
base an appeal to Parliament on this fact. 
The Queen, with her great civil list and im- 
mense private fortune, has not, like George 
I1l., whose penuriousness was well known, 
aided her eldest born, nor paid any part of 
the expense incurred on her account. She has 
found pleasure in the accumulation of wealth 
and not being self-indulgent the task has been 
easy and agreeable. 

We have among us many rich and liberal 
citizens who rejoice in their British connec- 
tions, Whose noble ambition itis to cement a 
close union between the two countries by ad- 
miration of the English Government as the 
pertection of human wisdom. They have 
peculiar rey with potentates 
princes and dukes and marquesses and lords 
of all degress. Possibly they will start a fund 
forthe immediate relief of the prince. The 
necessary amount might be secured in less 
time than was required for the Grant gra- 
tuity. When the Prince of Wales, a hundred 
years aco, contracted alarge secret loan 
through Frenchmen acting under his per- 
sonal authority, he basely allowed some of 
themto be gcuillotined for having striven 
to assist him.

The 
bleaching effects of fear on the human hair is 
well known, hut I never heard any previous 
instance of its action on animals. I merely 
state the facts as they occurred and leave to 
others a practical application of them, which 
will, I doubt not, men thousands of dollars to 
the value of the annual wool product of this 
country,”” The facts vivenso succiuctly by 
our correspondent are deserving of especial 
notice, and will, no doubt, attract much at- 
tention upon the part of scientists.

The preliminary report on the English 
census, just laid before the House of Lords 
shows that the population of England and 
Wales bas increased 3,256,020 since 1871, and 
now reaches 25,408,286. The rate of increase, 
which was between fourteen and fifteen per 
cent, scems small when compared with the 
thirty per cent rate of gain in our population 
during substantially the same period. But 
while this is true the rate of increase has not 
been so high in England since the de- 
cade between i831 and 1841 as it was 
daring the past ten years.

A Revolting Tragedy. 
Vrom the San Francisco Chronicle. 

In the jail at Martinez, Contra Costa county, 
ontbe Fourth of July, the officials of the 
vrison found the dead body of Henry Grosser 
hanging to the door of the cell in which he 
bad been confined awaiting trial on a charge 
of murder. From all indications life had 
been extinct but a shorttime. The crime of 
which Grosser was accused, besides being 
the highest one known to the law, was sup- 

lemented by an almost incredible story of 
ow scheming and deliberate preparation for 
the tragedy. The victim of the affair was one 
Christian Smith, a butcher of Oakland. 
About the 20th of last month his dead and 
bleeding body was seen in a cellar on the farm 
of Grosser, in Contra Costa county, and by 
the side of it, stretched out, with her cloth- 
ing thrown over ber head, her person expos- 
ed, and herself in areal or pretended faint, 
was Grosser’s wife. The persons who view- 
ed this revolting spectacle were neighbors of 
Grosser, cal'ed upon by him to come and 
witness the situation. When his wife ap- 
peared to have recovered her sensibilities the 
account Which was given by them both was 
that Smith had followed the woman into the 
cellar with a vile proposal with which he had 
previously annoyed her on various occasions: 
and when she positively renewed her refusal, 
he threw her down and attempted to outrage 
hei. She screamed, and Grosser rushed to 
the scene, and to save and avenge his wife 
fired one or more pistol thots with fatal effect 
into the body of the butcher. 

For atime this history was believed, and 
no attempt was made to arrest Grosser, but 
in a few days suspicions of a terrible charac- 
ter were aroused, and he was secured and 
lodged in jail. The allegations against 
him were also -lirected against Mrs. Grosser, 
and were tothe effect that the death of the 
unfortunate Smi h was the finishing stroke of 
a bold conspiracy between the Grossers— 
man and wife. It Was maintained, by par- 
ties reasonably conversant with the affair, 
that acriminal intimacy had existed between 
Smith and the woman for several years, and 
that Grosser had, unknown to her paramour, 
secretly encouraged his wife in her unfaith- 
fulacts. During this long period Smith had 
furnished many large sums of money tothe 
woman, Which she devoted to the liquidation 
of a mortgage on her husband’s farm. The 
financial encumbrance having been removed 
it was alleged that they concluded to live 
without Smith’s attention and money, and so 
planned to killhim. On the fatal day he 
visited the farm and, it was supposed, was 
invited into the cellar by Mrs. Grosser, who 
immediately threw herself upon the ground 
and began screaming. The husband, who 
was believed to be lying in wait, rushed for- 
ward tt the proper time and slew his wronged 
enemy. 


The Wood Pulp Monopoly. 
From the Utica (N. Y.) Observer. 

A reader desires an explanation of what 
woed pulp means,and why its position on 
the tariff sheet provokes indignation. Wood 
pulpisa leading ingredient in the manufac- 
ture of psper. The paper upon which the 
Observer is printed is trom one-quarter to 
one-half wood pulp: its proportion in other 
kinds of paper varies with the quality 
oj the article. It is made 
by sawing spruce and poplar 
logs into| blocks and running them through 
fiber machines. A very few menown the 
patent upon this process. Last year it was 
asserted that Congressmen Warner Miller, of 
New York, and Russell, of Massachusetts, 
were the sole owners of this process in the 
United States. It may be tbat some others 
are interested in it, but to all practical 
intent these two may be re-= 
garded as the American proprietors of the 
monopoly. Owning this, they are able to say 
how much wood pulp shallbe sold for, and 
thus regulate the price of paper. They have 
vrown Wealthy by forcing up this price and 
by reventing the importation of wood pulp 
under heavy duties—thus levving a direct tax 
upon the education and intelligence of the 
country. 

The newspapers and publishers and the 
general public united fifteen months ago 
inthe demand that wood pulp be stricken 
from the tariff sheet and placed on the free 
list. The object of this demand was to throw 
open the market te Canadian competition— 
not because there is not wood enough over 
here but simply to force this 
bandful of  monopolists down to

OIL IN A GARDEN. 


A Blacksmith Who spaded Up an In- 
come of $100 Per Day. 
Titusville (Pa.) Special to N. Y. Sun. 

A month or so ago Sebastian Huehn, a 
blacksmith living in Mechanic street, this 
city, was spading in his garden aftera heavy 
rain. As he turned up the earth he noticed 
that little pools of crude petroleum formed 
in the cavities made by the spade. He duga 
pit four feet deep. It filled up with oil to 
such an extentthat he — out tive bar- 
rels full. The oil was of excellent quality 
and Haebn sold his five barrels to the Octave 
Oil Refinery. Week before last Haehn du 
another “‘well” in his garden. It responde 
with a yield of two barrels an hour. The well 
attracted great attention. It producedeighty 
barrels, and then ceasedto flow. The ex- 
citement over the novel oil territory died out 
soon afterward. On Monday last the news 
spread through the city that Haehn had 
opened another well in his garden, and that it 
wes yielding at the rate of thirty-six barrels 
aday. Hundreds flocked to the scene ofthe 
new oil operations. The well was located in 
the southwest corner of Haehn’s potato patch. 
With a largethin hand pump the owner Was 
taking out of the “hole”? two barrels of oil an 
hour. His previous well had also started 
again. From that one of Haehn’s sons was 
taking oil at the rate of twenty barrels a day. 

Immediately following this strike of the 
lucky blacksmith a great demand for leases of 
adjoining gardens arose. Such an oil field 
had never been heard of before. Without cap- 
ital, and with no tools but ashovel, an opera- 
tor could sink a well and strike the ‘‘sand”’ in 
halfanbour. The right to dig on four feet 
ofaman’s garden became worth #& bonus 
and one-quarter of the oil. For three days 
Mechanie and adjacent streets have been 
thronged with excited spectators of the new 
operation in oil production, and parties anx- 
ious toget ‘‘a piece of the territory.”’ On 
Tuesday night Theodore Avery, who has a 
coal yard adjoining Haehn’s garden, put 
downawell. Atthe depth of four feet he 
struck oil. The yield was a barrel an hour. 
He has put down four more wells since. The 
tive wells were yesterday yielding eight bar- 
reis an hour. 

The success of the Haehn and Avery ven- 
tures led to a wide extension of the strange 
territory. A vacant loton Washington street, 
southeast from Haehn’s was yesterday the 
scene of active operations. Three producing 
wells were put down. Therest were ‘“dus- 
ters.’’? Capt. Pickering went to ‘‘wildcatting”’ 
under a shed near the Buffalo, Pittsburg and 
Warren Railroad track, south of Haenn’s. He 
dug toa depth of eight feet and got a well 
good for ten barrels aday. Two wells were 
put down on the ground of the Octave rent- 
ery. At five feet oil was found. One of the 
wells is pumping twenty-five barrels a day. 
The McKeown Garden, east of the refinery, 
was leased by J.P. Thomas, Wm. McKenzie 
and J. M. Brinton. Thomas took the north- 
ern half of the garden. He get two five bar- 
rel wells of excellent green oil, but it was ofa 
red hue and had the appearance of being 
mixed with tar. In the garden along the east 
side of Washington street several wells‘*came 
in’’ as good producers, but the oil was of an 
inferior quality. All the property along Oil 
Creek between Washington and Franklin 
streets has been leased by A. J. Kraffort. He 
will develop it on a large scale. 

The original Haehn territory maintains its 
vield, and is being further developed. Haehn 
bas made a trench all around his garden and 
one through the center. Into these the oil 
collects rapidly. The operator is putting up 
tanks to receive his oil as there is a great 
scarcity in barrels. Haehn’s garden is now 
yielding 100 barrels a day. He expects to in- 
crease it to 20u. The oil is worth at the refin- 
eries $1 10 a barrel. _The price of one barrel 
defrays all the expense of putting down a 
weH. Operations are carried on day and 
night. That part of the city is lighted up all 
night by the flaming torches of the oil men. 
The weird scene is witnessed nightly by hun- 
dreds of people. There are no indications of 
any decline in the yield of his oil, and Haehn, 
the lucky discovorer of the field, is laying 
away not less than $100 a day as clear profit. 
There are many theories in regard to this 
unheard of presence of petroleum in large 
quantities so near thesurface. Oneis that 
the oil is the leakage of tanks and pipe lines 
which has sunk into the earth until it reach- 
ed the gravelly depositin which it is now 
found in pools. Another is that this deposit 
has been forced up from the true petroleum 
sand stratum by some unknown agency and 
— and retained in the stratum where it 
now lies.

THE DEAD SEA. 


The Weird and Wonderful Beauty of a 
Much-Maligned Region. 
Theo. Cuyler in the New York Evangelist. 

Our afternoon’s march over the bleak, tree- 
less and brown mountains of the wilderness 
was inexpressibly tiresome until we came in 
sightof the Dead Sea. It lay 2,000 feet below 
us—a mirrorof silver, set among the violet 
mountains of Moab. More precipitous de- 
scents over rocks and sand brought us, by 
sundown, to the two towers of the most 
unique monastery onthe globe. The famors 
convent of Mar Saba is worth a journey to 
Palestine. For thirteen centuries that wou- 
derful structure has hung against the wails 
of the deep, awful gorge of the Kidron. 

Itis a colossal swallow’s nest of stone, 
built to the height of 300 feet against the 
precipice, and inhabited by sixty monks of 
the GreekCbhurch—genuine Manicheans, and 
followers of St. Saba and St. John of Damas.- 
cus. No woman’s foot has ever entered the 
convent walls. Instead of women’s society 
thev make love tothe birds. who come and 
feed offthe monks’ hands. Every evening 
they toss meat down to the wild jackals in the 
gorge below. AtsunsetI climbed over the 
extraordinary building—was shown into the 
rather handsome church, and into the chape!} 
or cave of St. Nicholas, which contains the 
ghastly skulls of the monks who _ were 
slaughtereu by Chosroes and his Persian sol- 
diers—and gazed down into the awful ravine 
beneath the convent walls. Some monks in 
black gowns were perched as watchmen on 
tbe loity towers; others wandered over the 
stone pavements in a sort of aimless vacuity. 
What an attempt to live in an exhausted re- 
ceiver! 

The monks gave us hospitable welcome. 
sold us canes and wood-work, and furnished 
us lodgings on the divans of two large stone 

arlors. One of the religious duties of the 
brotherhood is to keep vigils, and through 
the night bells were ringing and clanging to 
call them in to their devotions. The vermin 
in the lodging-rooms have learned to keep up 
their vigils also; and as the result our party 
—witb one exception—had a sleepless nicht. 
I have sucha talent for sleeping, and like 
Pat *‘pay attention to it” so closely, that I 
was es. to defy even the fleas and mosqui- 
toes of Mar Saba. By daylight the next morn- 
ing we heard the great iron door of the con- 
vent clang behind us like the gate of Bunyan’s 
“Doubting Castle,?? and for five hours we 
made a toilsome descent of the desolate cliffs 
to the shore of the Dead Sea. That much 
maligned sea has a weird and wonderfu! 
beauty. 

We took a bathin its cool, clear waters, 
and detected no difference from a bath at 
Coney Island, except that the water has such 
density that we floated on it like pine shin- 
gles. No fish from the salt ocean can live in 
it; but it is very attractive to the eve on a hot 
noon-day. A scorching ride we had across 
the barren plain of the sacred Jordan—which 
disappointed me sadly. At the place where 
the Israelites crossed and our Lord was bap- 
tized it was about 120 feet wide; it flows rap- 
idly andinaturbid current of light stone 
color. In size and appearance it is the per- 
fi ct count rpart of the Muskingum, few miles 
above Zanesville. Its useless waters ought to 
be turned off to irrigate its barren valley, 
which might be changed intoa garden. For 
beauty the Jordan will not compare with Eli- 
jah’s brook Cherith, whose bright, sparkling 
stream went flowing past our lodging-place 
at Jericho. We lodged over night ina Greek 
convent (very small), and rode next morning 
to see the ruins of the town made famous by) 
Joshua, Elijah, Zaccheus and the restoration 
of Bartimeus to sight. Squalid Arabs haunt 
the sacred spot. 


A Plague of Fleas in Hoboken. 
From the New York Star. 


Much excitement has been caused in Ho!- 
oken by the appearance of a plague of fleas. 
Men, women, and children have been bitter 
on limbs and body by the insects, and the ef- 
fects of the bites have been such that great 
alarm has been caused among many of the 
residents of the town. Mothers who found 
their children covered with large, angry-look- 
ing blotches feared that small-pox had invad- 
ed their families and sought the advice of 
their family physicians. Even the doctors 
themselves could not at first account for the 
presence of the blotches, but it was final!, 
discovered that they were caused by fleas. 
Then a search for the source whence the fleas 
had come was begun, and it was discovereu 
that the Egyptian plague had first appeared 
in the block bounded by Second, Third, Hud- 
son and Washington streets. It was not 
known that there resided within this district 
any Moses who had called down vengeance 
upon the inhabitants, and for a time the pes- 
tiferus visitation remained a mystery. Then 
it was ascertained that Jacob Schmidt, a liv- 
ery stable keeper on Washington street, wa- 
in the babit of removing to his stable the 
straw mattresses used by emigrants on the 
incoming German steamers. An examination 
of the straw in his stable showed that it con- 
tained myriads of large sized fleas.’ Thesub- 
ject became one which the City Council 
deemed it a duty to examine. 

_ Meastirres will also be taken to prevent the 
importation of such straw from the English 
steamers landingin New York. Dr. Helfer 
says that the flea which has caused such trou- 
ble in Hoboken is larger than the human fle. 
found in this country, and is similar to that 
seen in England and in Continental Europe. 
It is about the size of the flea found on dogs 
and cats here, but 1s different in species. I 
Was also explained that there is a difference 
between the flea preying on animals and that 
which makes its feast on human beings. A. 
a rule fleas do not emigrate from their native 
feeding ground, and when they do general!:s 
make quick return.

HERETOFORE gambling has only been a 
misdemeanor punishable with a fine in St. 
Louis but of so much importance to the good 
order and proper government of the city did 
the law-making power regard the energetic 
suppression of professional gambling that it | 
clothed the Board of Police Commissioners 
with special powers and imposed upon them 
the special duty above everything else of 
suppressing gambling. This was required of 
them when gambling was only a misdemeanor. 
Last winter the Legislature passed a law, 
which is now in force all over the State, mak- 
ing gambling a felony, punishable with im- 
prisonment in the Penitentiary. It is now 
placed in the category of high crimes, the 
same as grand larceny, burglary, arson, as- 
sault to kill, etc., and it is made the duty of 
the Police Board to suppress it wherever 
they find it, as much as it is their duty to 
suppress the crimes named, and to bring 
those who commit them at once before the 
courts to be dealt with according to law. 
Besides, it is a substantive crime in a public 
peace oflicer to know of felony being com- 
mitted and to take no steps to prevent it. 
The name of thiscrime is misprison of felony. 
This refusing to arrest and bring to trial men 
who are committing felonies is a crime 
against the whole community. It is an en- 
couragement to criminals and to the criminal 
classes. All crimes are related,and when one 
class of criminals is shown immunity they all 
feel that the abuses of the times are receiving 
countenance and being encouraged. The 
officers ofthe law may neglect their duties 
and thus commit crime themselves, but they 
cannot grant any criminalimmunity. Officers 
are public servants, not the people’s masters, 
and they are put in position by the people to 
enforce the laws, not to break the laws them- 
selves or let others do so.

A MANGLED MASS. 


| The Terrible Fate of Albert Falk- 


He is Crushed Beneath the Fly-Wheel of 
His Own Engine. 


Just before 90’clock this morning Albert 
Falkman met with a terrible accident which 
in an instant launched his soulinto eternity 
and left his body a mangled, torn and quiver- 
ing mass beneath the fly-wheel of the engine of 


which he had charge. 

The accident occurred at the furniture fac- 
tory of G. H. Poetsch & Co., No. 1616 Far- 
rar street. The factory is set back from the 
street and access to the office is gained 
through the alley between and running par- 
allel with Farrar and Salisbury streets. 
The engine room is in the  base- 
ment of the building and directly beneath the 
oftice. This morning there were employed 
in the engine room Albert Falkman, the en- 
gineer,and Herman Meyers and John Cor- 
des, wood workmen. The engine is on the 
extreme west and benches occupy the east 
side of the basement. Near the center of the 
floor lay a loose pile of boards, 
and between them and the _ engine 
was the ponderous fly-wheel, revolving at a 
rapid rate of speed. Shortly before 9 o’clock 
this morning while John Cordes was em- 
ployed at a bench inthe southeast corner of 
the engine room, and Herman Mevers was 
working a small buzz-saw at the north of him, 
Falkman essaved to pass around tothe back 
part ofthe engine, and in so doing 
stepped up into the pile of 
boards just mentioned. Cordes, who was 
facing Falkman, saw a board ontop of the pile 
slip with him and with a 

PIERCING SHRIEK 
he fell head foremost under the huge fly- 
wheel, ind with a dull thud the muchinery 
stopped, clogged by the quiveriag form of the 
lifeless man. 

Cordes and Meyers both sprang 
forward but were unable to 
extricate the body, and it was not until with 
levers, wedges and block the heavy wheel had 
been lifted from its place that the form of the 
unfortunate man could be removed. Then it 
was found that the neck, both arms and both 
legs bad been broken. The bones of the 
arms broken above the elbows had torn the 
flesh in a most’ shocking manner, 
and the flesh of the right leg caught at the 
knee had. been stripped back to the body 
and torn in shreds. he right side of the 
face was bruised and bloodshot, and a large 
purple spot in the center of the forehead gave 
the face a yrmew sickening aspect. The 
fated man had lived at 1614 Farrar street, and 
his body was at once removed to the 
house and the Coroner notified. 
Albert Falkman .isaGerman and has been 
in this country only four or five months.

THE ‘‘SHORT”’ SQUEEZE. 


D. P. Rowland & Co. Strike a Snag, 
But Recover Again. 


The recent failure of R. W. Golson & Co. 
excited the usual apprehension in grain spec- 
ulators’ and dealers’ minds ‘as to other 
“shorts’’?’ in this market, and margins on 
deals have been called sharp and close up, a 
the grain markets, and especially wheat, con- 
tinued to advance steadily. But these calls 
for additional margins have been promptly 
met, with one exception. 


To-day it was quietly whispered on 
the floor that another firm had 
failed to respond to margin 
calls, announcing their inability to put up 
any more. Uponinquiry it was learned that 
D. P. Rowland & Co. wasthe firm that had 
laid down. Little if any excitement was 
created by this latest failure, as but few oper- 
ators were caught and the amount involved 
comparatively small. 

Mr. Rowland, when called upon at his office, 
frankly acknowledged that he was in trouble 
and readily made a statement of the causes 
operating to thatend. Last fall this firm 
suffered a heavy loss, Lah in wheat 
and cotton, and compromised with their cred- 
itors by giving their notes for their obliga- 
tions payable in six and 
twelve months. This done, Messrs. Rowland 
& Co. resumed business, and since then went 
quietly on hoping intimeto pay off these 
outstanding notes, but it was a heavy load. 
The late heavy advances m grain found this 
firm on the short side, principally in corn. 
They met all calls for margin up to yesterday, 
when with further and heavier demands Mr. 
Rowland determined to suspend, as he found 
be could not get inthe money due his firm 
and consequently would be unable to meet 
all the calls for margin made upon them. 

Later in the day Mr. Rowland managed to 
make some collections. He had a conference 
with his creditors, matters were satisfactorily 
adjusted and he is on his feet againin good 
style. It is understood that his firm will suf- 
fer no further embarrassment. 

While calls for margin have been excep- 
tionally heavy in the past few days, say about 
$125,000 since Monday, only two firms have 
failed to come to time and it is not thoucht 
that there isany danger of any other parties 
gyoing under. Most of the wheat 
have cornered their contracts, and there are 
now few, ifany, ‘‘shorts’’ on the market in 
wheat. Incornandoats there are a good 
many on that side, but nofears are enter- 
tained ofthem,as the advance has not been 
sufficient in corn or oatsto inflict any dam- 
age. 


KILLED BY THE CARS. 


A Boy Mutilated by a Wabash Passenger 
Train. : 

A shocking accident which terminated in 
the mutilation of Arthur Gidding, a lad of 
sixteen years, Whose parents reside in Ve- 
rona, Mo., took place on the Wabash tracks, 
about three miles from East St. Louis, about 
11 o’clock this morning.

torg; packed ina barrel of good dairy salt to 
the barre) of pickles will suflice. The salt 


_ teust be a superior article, free from lime, or 


else the cucumbers will become soft and 
worthless. The salt should be sprinkled 
arpong the cucumbers as they are put in the 
barrel, but very little, however, should be 
used until the barrel is half full, and no salt 
whatever should be used at the bottom of the 
barrel. When the barrel js full put on 
weights on acover, which should be loose 
enough to work free in the barrel, but not so 
emall as to let out cucumbers. The weights 
must be heavy enough to hold the cucum- 
bers down. Apply enough water 
én the barrel to immerse the cover. Leave 
po cucumbers over nicht without being salt- 


ed. Forty-gallon or whiskey barrels are gen- 


erally usedfor salt pickles. When heading 
up the barrels see that it is full of pickles, and 
head it so that it will not leak. Salt pickles 
will not keep out of the brine. Pickles should 
be keptin a place where they can often be 
«xamined. andifthe brine has leaked off 
replace with fresh brine of proper strength. 

be Early Frame variety of cucumbers is 
preierred, and in purchasing pickles in salt 
by the barrel a forty-gailon or whisky barrel 
ix the proper size: pickles fromtwo to four 
inches long will average from four to live 
thousand to the barrel. If they average 
empallerit is not objectionable, but larger 
pickles and_ soft broken pickles are use- 
tess, There is hardly any enterprise on the 
farms that pays better than putting up a bar- 
relor two of pickles. 

PREPARE FOR TURNIPS, 

The intense heat of June has dried up and 
burnt out many patches of potatoes, early 
corn, cucumbers and squashes. They are al- 
ready done for. They are cumberers of the 
pround, and should give way to another at- 
tempt for a crop this season. There is am- 
pie time now to plow and manure, and har- 
yow itfortheturnip crop. If the ground can 
now be prepared and the weeds start within 
amonth ascratchipg with the smoothing har- 
row will destroy them, and put the ground in 
tine condition for the turnip seed. ‘The old 
Holish rule for sowing turnip seed on the 
with of July, wet or dry, might lave been the 
best for the damper climate of I:ngiand. It 
is too early for this latitude. The soil is too 
loose and the season too hot and dry, and the 
fly too abundant then. Better success has 
attended us in sowing late, even as late as 
September 10. Turnips do not make much 
growth until the weather gets cool. August 
ts a better month than July for 
turnips. The chief thing is to 
tiave the land in good condi- 
dion. It should be plowed and top-dressed 
some days before sowing. All the ground 
now in early potatoes can be put into turnips. 
Warmers generally do not appreciate the im- 
portance of keeping land employed. The 
damage to land from taking off a crop of tur- 
pips is not equal to the benelit done to it by 
clearing if of weeds and plowing and top- 
dressing it, preparatory to the turnip crop. 
The turnips are worth twenty cents a bushel 
for feeding to sheep and cows. The turnips 
can be keptin pitsorrootcellars. We prefer 
to put oursin pits, and when the pits are 
opened remove the turnips to the bank barn, 
where they are fed out without loss. 

‘But it is too early to dig potatoes,” ~1ys 
one. We have not foundit so. After pota- 
toes have matured they are saferand bester 
eutofthe ground thanin it. hey will not 
tate thesecond growth nor be subject to such 
beat. There is notrouble about keepiny po- 
tatoes ifthey are kept dry and cool. li, in- 
stead of piling potatoes in the broiling sun 
for adav or 80, they are placed in the shadeas 
eoon as dug and kept cooland dry until 
they cointoa cool, drv barn floor, or out- 
house,there will be nocomplaint about pota- 
toes not keeping. Occasionally a cellar can 
be found dry enough to keep potitoes well in 
thefall. Such a cellar is exceptional in a cliy 
subsoil. 

COLTS INJURED BY WERATED 

Parmers should remember this bot weath- 
¢y that when their brood mares are used 
uponthe farm or road, so as to heat-the 
Hhicoed, the colt should never be allowed to 
Bick until the dam is fully cooled off. Phe 
coit should be permitted totill himself be- 
fore the motheris put in the harness, and if 
itis portant that it should accompany the 
dam it should be tied at her side, so that it 
wili be unable to draw milk until liberated: 
for it ix much better that it should vo hungry 
a few hours than to take food while in a fev- 
ered state. If the inareis to make a lone 
distance on aie hot day and return at 
wight it is best toleave the colt at home and 
draw the milk from the udder tv hand once 
or twice during the day, and then upon re- 
turning allow the colt to nll bimself as the 
wmiik is secreted. Colts injured by heated 
milk seldom recover from it for a year or two, 
and many times never. They become reduce 
ed in flesh, eet lousy in the fall and during 
the first winter of their existence, when they 
peed health and strenyth, asunder any cir- 
cumetances itis the most critical period of 
their growth, they have justabout life enough 
to enable them to move, and the second sum- 
mer—the proper time for development—is 
spent in the recuperation of lost vitality. 

GRAFTING POTATOES, 

An extract from a report on potatoes ex- 
hibited atthe late Industrial Exhibition at 
Toronto statesthat Mr. Rowe makes an ex- 
hibition of potatoes In the tirst generation 
alter grafting. 

He takes one potato and scoops out every 
eye. Inthe flesh of it he inserts a single eye 
from the other potato that is desired to cross. 
The resultis thatthe eye vrows, but in its 
early days it feeds upon the juices of the po- 
tato to which it has been united, andthe new 
Lubbers crown trom it partake of the char 
aeter of both parents, I) proof of this Mr. 
Rowe shows proceny from the union ofa 
red potato with an eve from a white one. The 
progeny is a red potato with white eves. Also 
toe progeny from adark red potato and the 
eye of a flesh-colored one. bhe progeny isa 
dark potato with lixbteyes. Another union 
madeby Mr. Rowe was of the Snowtlake 
which is early, With alight varietv. The re- 
Rultis alate potato exactly resembling the 
Hnowfake. 

All the new potatoes fromthe evrafted tub- 
ers are small but not by any means as sinall 
AS POtatoes crown the first vear from. seed. 
Next vear the product from the grafted po- 
fatoes will crow full size. It takes four vears 
to grow new potatocs fromthe seed to. their 
proper size, and this is another advantage 
which is claimed for grafting over hybridica- 
tion by seed. Perhaps the publication of this 
account of grafting potatoes may dead to ex- 
periments which will establish @onclusively 
which is the best way of producing new var- 
feties of potatoes.

culty in drawing it. A Wagon with 
four-inch tire will sink in the ground 
only about one-fourth as deep as a two-inch 
tire. In general farmers put too much tar 
and grease in their wheels, which clogs and 
makes the wagon run heavy. It ismuch best 
to grease every day and keep the spindle of 
the axletree perfectly clean and bright, if 
even the iroms of the axle should wear out 
sooner. Wagons inthe West are exclusively 
used on the farm, hence it is necessary that 
only good ones should be introduced. The 
ox-cart is never found west of the big lakes. 
CLOVER FOR HOGS. 

It is claimed thatan acre of ground con- 
taining good clover will pasture five head of 
Hoos for fourmonths. Now we believe that 
it would take pretty near all the corn that 
would grow on an acre of ground to keep five 
head of hogs in good condition forthat period 
oftime. If weare right there can be no 
doubt but what clover is the cheapest food 
for hogs in the summer, at any rate it is at- 
tended with no trouble to feed them, and be- 
sides, hogs pastured onclover are ina far 
better condition than if fed on corn, as they 
are better framed, healthier and eat better, 
and will fatten better when shut up for that 
purpose. Thereisa great difference, how- 
ever, in breeds ef hogs in regard to living on 
clover. Some are notnearasfond of it as 
others. but Poland-China, Suffolk, Berkshire 
and several other breeds like it. 

EASILY SPOILED. 

A farmer’s wife writes, “Of all the pal 
ducts of the farm butter is the most liable to 
be tainted by noxious odors floating in théat- 
mosphere. Our people laid some veal in the 
cellar, from which a little blood flowed out 
and was neglected unti! it had commenced 
tosmell. The result wasthat a jar of butter 
we were packing smelled and tasted like 
spoiled beef.” We know of an instance where 
there was a pond of filtby, stagnant watera 
few bundred feet from the house, from which 
an offensive effluvium would be borne on the 
breeze directly tothe milk room when the 
wind Was in a certain direction, the result of 
which was that the cream and butter would 
taste like the disagreeable odor coming from 
the pond. As soon asthe pond was drained 
there Was no more damaged butter. Itis re- 
markable how easily putter is spoiled. 


Household Recipes. 

POTATOES A LA TRIANON.—Wash, peel and 
slice some very good potatoes of mediumsize, 
cutting each potato into six pieces, steam un- 
til tender, havs ready some fresh butter cut 
into dice, place the potatoes ina hot dish, 
sprinkle crushed salt and stew the butter 
over them, and serve immediateiy. 

STEWED PEARsS.—If small and ripe, cut out 
the blossom end without paring or coring. 
Put Into a saucepan with water. enough to 
cover them, and stew until tender; add one- 
half cup sugar for every quart of pears, and 
stew all together ten minutes; take out the 
pears und lay them in a covered bow! to keep 
warm:addtothe syrupa little gingeror a 
few cloves: boil fifteen minutes longer and 
pour over the fruit hot. 

FLAKED FIsH.—Make a sauce by dredging 
some flour in two ounces of hot butter in a 
stewpan; add half a pound of cold fish, nice- 
lv flaked, ounce of cold butter, a dessert- 
spoonful each of anchony sauce and mixed 
mustard, one teacupful of cream, some pep- 
per, salt, and a few bread crumbs. Make hot 
and serve asitis, or you may pour it into a 
buttered dish, with the addition of a few 
bread crumbs, and brown the top in the 
oven. 

FRICASSED OF ONIONS,—VPecel two or 
three of the very small, round. white onions: 
sprinkle them with salt, let them remain for 
half an hour, then roll them upon a cloth&to 
dry them slightly, and dredge with flour; 
throw them into a stew pan in which you 
bave melted two ounces of fresh butter, toss 
them over a gentle fire for tive minutes, drain 
the fat from them, anda pint of rich milk, 
mineecd lemon peel, white pepper, salt and 
butter. Simmer for ten minutes and serve 
in a SAaNce, 

PREACH MARMALADPE.—Pare, stone and 
Weigh the truit; heat slowly to draw out the 
juice, stirring up often with a wooden 
spoon. After it is hot, boil quickiy, still 
stirring, three-fourths of an hour; add then 
the sucar, allowing three-fourths of a pound 
to each pound of fruit. Boil up well for tive 
minutes. taking off every particle of scum: 
add the juice of one lemon to every three 
pounds of fruit, and the water in which one- 
fourth of the peach Kernels have been boiled 
and steeped. Stew al! tovether for ten min- 
uies more, stirringto a sinooth paste. Putil 
up hot in air-tigot cans, or, if vou prefer to 
put it in class jars, put itin them when pear- 
ly ecld, and put white paper on the top of 
each jal.

Scenes on the Boat as She Left the 
Wharf—Future Plans. 


The largest excursion party which left the 
city for many a year pulled out this morning 
on the Chouteau, under the auspices of the 
Fresh Air Mission. The Famous Clothing 
House on Franklin avenue footed 
the expenses and provided the trip. 
Famous does nothing by halves and all the 
arrangements were on a grand scale.

THE KANSAS CITY EXPRESS. 


Accident Near St. Charles Which 
Might Have Proved Fatal. 

The Kansas City Express of the Wabash 
Railway bad a very narrow escape from com- 
plete destruction this morning on the west 
approach of the great iron bridge at St. 
Charles. Had the train been moving a little 
faster or had the accident occurred twenty- 
five feet further up the incline many lives 
would have been Jost. As it was the engineer 
and fireman had a close escape and the engine 
and tender were wrecked. The train which 
was due at St. Louis at 6 o’clock consisted 
of six or seven coaches, a portion of them be- 
ing of the St. Louis and Keokuk Railway. 
On leaving St. Charles Station the ascent to 
the bridge, which is very high, begins 
at once. The train this morning moved slow- 
ly up the incline uutil the locomotive had 
nearly reached the trestlework when sudden- 
ly and without warning the rails beneath the 
locomotive spread letting the wheels down 
upon the ties. After a few bumps and jumps 
the engine reeled up and went over to the 
left down the embankment which wis about 
fifteen feet high. The engineer and fireman 
had fortunately time to leap from the loco- 
motive before it went down and they escaped 
withouta particle of injury. The tender 
followed the engine down the embankment, 
The first baggave car was pulled 
eff the track at the forward end and 
jerkea arownd sothat itJay at right angles 
with the track, but it did not tip over, None 
of the other cars left the track, and the train 
came to a halt almostinstantly. From a pas- 
sengzer who came in from IXansas City it was 
learned that the cause of the accident was, as 
related, the spreading of the tracks owing to 
their insecure fastening to rather weak and 
rotten ties. Some of the railroad men talked 
of a misplaced switeb, but several passengers 
declare that the switch was allright and that 
the ties were so rotten that they snapped like 
pipe stems under the locomotive 
wheels. Had the break occurred 
upon the trestle work twenty-five 
feet further the engine would have vone 
down «a distance of seventy-tive feet and there 
would have been no place for the engineer 
and tireman to jump tosafety. With the aid 
ofaswitchengine and the Warrenton Aec- 
commodation the track was cleared inthe 
course of an hour and the city was reached at 
half-past eighto’clock. The wrecked engine 
went down bead first and the coweatcber was 
buried deep in the earth.

ADJOURNED. 


Last Meeting of the National Cot- 
ton Exchange. 


Address by Hon. C. E. Hooker, of Mis- 
sissippi—Reports, Etc. 


The second day’s session of the National 


Cotton Exchange Convention was called to 
order at 10:15 a. m., President-elect Bush in 


the chair and Henry G. Hester acting as Sec- 


retary. 
The Committee on Crop Reports stated that 
they had concurred with the Secretary in his 


statistical reports. 

The Executive Council stated that they 
had re-elected Henry G. Hester, of New Or- 
leans, as Secretary of the Association, and 
Thomas C. Airey, of New Orleans, Treas- 
urer. They appropriated $3,500 as expenses 
for the year 1880-81. 

They also recommended that an assessment 
of $70 be made upon each member of the 
National Exchange. The report was adopted. 

The committee appointed yesterday to audit 
the Treasurer’s accounts stated that there had 
been few itemized accounts and recommended 
that more attention be paid to this 
matter by the Treasurer in the future. 
The committee intimated carelessness on 
the part of Mr. Hester, the secretary. The 
report of committee No. 1 appointed yester- 
day recommended thateach ofthe consti- 
tuent Exchangesesend one expert, New Or- 
leans and New York to send two delegates, to 
meet in New York on August 15, 1881, to fix a 
standard. After some discussion the report 
was adopted with some changes. 

The reports of committees Nos. 2, 5, + were 
also adopted. 

The subject of deducting tare from gross 
weight was next taken up and discussed 
at full length, Mr. Wheaton of Georgia 
stated that his Exchange could not be bound 
byany action ofthe Convention, as it was 
against the Jaw in his State gto deduct tare 
from cotton in bales. 

A delegate from Alabaina stated that a sim- 
ilar law prevailedin his State and his Ex- 
change could not be bound. After some fur- 
ther discussion the matter was indefinitely 
postponed. 

On motion it was decided that the local 
Exchanges be requested to secure as far as 
possible uniform, standard weights for cot- 
ton bales. 

Mr. Dennis moved to reconsider the motion 
for the meeting of expertsin New York to 
fix a standard, the purpose being to change 
the date from the 15th of August to the Ist. 
Mr. Brookes thought this would not give 
time enough. 

Mr. Payton coincided in its objection and 
thought the date already fixed the most ap- 
propriate. 

Mr. Dennis said that a majority of the dele- 
gates at present here would goto New York 
after adjournment, and that it would be im- 

ossible to get many of them to go back later 
n the summer. 

Mr. Larkbam,of Savannah, suggested as an 
amendment the 10th of August. The amend- 
ment was lost. Mr. Dennis’ amendment fix- 
ing the date onthe Istof August was also 
lostand the report of the committe, tixing 
August 15 stood as previously adopted. 

Mr. Gardiner, of Mobile, moved thata com- 
mittee of three be appointed to memorialize 
Congress for an appropriation to establish 
stations throughout the South to furnish ad- 
ditional crop reports, and that the local ex- 
changes be requested to use their influence 
for this purpose. So ordered. 

The Chair appointed the following commit- 
tee: Messrs. Gardiner, of Mobile, Gwyn, of 
New Orleans, and Morehead. The President 
requested the members of the Convention 
who wished to accept the invitation of the 
St. Louis Cotton Exchange to give their 
names to the Secretary. 

A delegate extended an invitation to the con- 
vention toattend the meeting of the National 
Cotton Planters’ Association at Atlanta, Ga., 
on Tuesday, November 1. 

On motion of Mr. Senter the invitation was 
accepted, and it was decided thatthe Presi- 
dent ofthe Convention should appoint the 
delegates from the constituentexchanges who 
should attend the Atlanta meeting, 

By invitation Hon. C. E. Hooker, amem- 
ber of the Cotton Planters’ Association, ad- 
dressed the Conyention. Mr. Hooker said 
that he had been in Congress for the last few 
years and he commended the movements of 
the Convention looking to the 
patronage of agriculture by the Govern- 
ment. Agriculture is the basis of prosperity. 
ile doubsed not that the Government would 
be willing to make any proper appropriation 
for securing the crop reports for each month 
during the year. There is great necessity 
for accuracy; there ought to be some national! 
power Which would classify all 
reports and educe aceurate exhibits. 
The Government could not be blind to its 
duty inthis regard. It arises far bevond all 
questions of political signiticance. It has its 
foundation in the welfare of the people. 
With very little expense the Govera- 
ment could make _ reports that are 
now inaccurate and incorrect very 
accurate and very correct. This 
would be of the greatest benefit to cotton 
growers andto agriculture generaliy. Mr. 
llooker’s remarks were received with ap- 
pluuse. President Bush requested that the 
Convention express some preference as tothe 
place of holding the next Convention. Un- 
Jess action be taken by the 
Convention = the matter is  ftixed by 
the executive council. The matter was left to 
the council. Mr. Senter invited the delegates 
to visit the Exchange, and stated that at 5 p. 
m. carriages would be waiting at the door. 
After returning thanks to ofiicers, the St. 
Lows Cotton Exchange and the press the 
Convention adjourned sine die. 

SPENDING THE AFTERNOON. 

Immediately after the sine die adjourn- 
mentof the Convention the majority of the 
delegates accepted Mr. Senter’s offer and 
visited the Merchants Exchange ina body. 

The delegates made an informa) visit and 
were introduced to President MeEnnis and 
the various members. They inspected the 
workings of the Call- Board, examined the 
building in detail and expressed themselves 
pleased with everything they saw and beard. 

By invitation of Mr. Bush, of New Orleans 
the new President of the National Cotton Ex- 
change, the delegates met himin the jadies? 
ordinary of the Southern at 1 p. m. Several 
baskets of Monopole were opened anda good 
time was had to the accompaniment of pop- 
ping corks. 

President Bush expressod his thanks for 
the honor conferred upon him and congratu- 
lated the members on the harmony and wis. 
dom which had so strikinglv characterized 
the sessions of the convention just closed. 
ap- 
propriate honors. Speeches were made by al] 
the prominent members of the National Ex. 
change. 

The gentlemen spent an hourin social in- 
tercourse, after which they separated to pre- 
pare for the excursion tendered them by the 
St. Louis Cotton Exchange. ;

TWO SUICIDES. 


A Demented Woman Strangles 
Herself With a Face Towel. 


Suicide of an Unknown Man at the Foot 
of Mullanphy Street. 


This morning Coroner Frank heid an in- 
quest at the Insane Asylum, corner of Deca- 
tur and Carroll streets, on the body of Emma 
E. Tuggy, a patient, who committed suicide 
at 5 o’clock last evening in a most determined 
and ingenious manner. The testimony given 
at theinquest by Sister Rosalia concerning 
the dead woman’s identity was as follows: 
“The deceased was admitted January 12, 
1881. She was 39 years of age, born in 
England, was married and has a 


husband and seven children at Denver, Colo- 
rado. The last attack of insanity has been of 
about ten months’ duration, but she had re- 
peated attacks before. She improved under 
treatment, but attimes would take violent 
relapses. Latterly she had more liberty than 
before until she made attempts to get away. 
Yesterday afternoon the deceased made the 


third and successful attempt to commit sui- | 


cide. Twice before she made determined ef- 


forts Lut the sisters, who are ever prepared | 


for such emergencies and who keep a strict 
watch on patients, prevented 
her from accomplishing her 
destruction. Sister Angela had charge of the 
patient yesterday and about noon locked her 
in her room, visiting her frequently and re- 
peatedly seeing her through the grating of 
the door. There was nothing in the. room 
with which a sane person could possibly do 
violence to themse'ves, but the Woman’s 
diseased brain soon suggested an idea to her. 
From a stand in one corner she obtained a 
face towel and tying this ina loop she hung 
it to a small coat nail at one side of 
the room and placing her head 
in the loop deliberately lifted her 
feet from the floor and bung by this devised 
noose until death resulted from strangula- 
tion. The sister paid another visit a few 
minutes after life was extinct. When she 
opened the door and reached the body it was 
still warm. After hearing the testimony and 
examining the room Coroner Frank rendered 
a verdict of “suicide by hanging while de- 
mented.”’ 
JUMPED IN THE RIVER. 

At 3 o’clock this morning Charles Fry, a 
rivate Watchman at W. H. Brown’s coal 
arges atthe foot of Mullanphy street, was 

sitting on watch when he saw a bare-headed 
man about 5 feet9 inches high walk to the 
edge ofa barge and deliberately jump into 
the river. He ran down to the place, but the 
man had disappeared. On the barge he 
founda vest and ablack soft hat, which 
he turned over to the police. The hat 
and vest probably belonged to the man who 
committed suicide, for the watchman was 
et rae the man had no hat or coat and was 
n bis shirt sleeves. Before he perceived the 
man’s intent he had jumped into the river 
and was beyond assistance. The identity of 
the man has not been discovered yet. No 
inissing person answering the above descrip- 
tion has been reported to the police. 


THE ARMY WORM. 


Appearance of _ Pest in Illinois and 
its Terrible Ravages. 


CHICAGO, July 21.—A pest that resembles 
the army worm and goes. by that name, 
though substantial differences between the 
two are discernible, has made its appearance 
in the oat fields of Illinois. The fail wheat 
was seriously damaged by the severity of the 
winter and the spring wheat was retarded by 
the lateness of the season, The farmers have 
hadto plow up their wheat fields to a large 
extent and sow them with other crops in or- 
dertogetanything from the soil, and now 
comes the army worm and devours the oats. 
The worm is chiefly found in the northern 
part of the State. The rapidity with which it 
werks is shown in the statement of a corres- 
pondent that a field of forty acres. of 


oats was destroyed in forty-eight hours. 
The worms appear to be 
governed by considerations that are unfath- 
omable, for they will completely destroy one 
field of oats and leave another tield separated 
only by a rail fence untouched. Unfortu- 
natelv, however, the fields left untouched are 
not very numerous. In the fields that are 
ravaged the worms discriminate between the 
tender and succulent stalks and those thatare 
comparatively old and dry. The 
latter they avoidg Estimatesoftheloss can- 
not be made with any degree of accuracy, as 
the worms are still at work and nobody 
knows what they may accomplish before they 
get through. It is impossible to tell exactly 
bow muco harm they have done in the fields 
that they have visited, because as just] stated 
they do not destroy every stalk, and not 
till the crop is harvested will they know how 
much in the ravaged tields wastoo dry to 
suitthem. But itis certain that the dam- 
age is immense, and it Will county it is be- 
lieved that it cannot fall below 1,000,000 
bushels, and ifthe worms move faster than 
the oats ripen the loss will exceed that. Al- 
though oats are the favorite food 
the worms will not go hungry, when they 
can find none of this grain. In default of 
we ge they attack young and juicy corn 
stalks.

There for Identification. 

The body of an athletic looking man whose 
clothes were much the worse of wear and 
whose _ face was adorned with a 
badly cared for blonde beard 
was taken to the Morgue to-day from No. 826 
North Fourth street.

Yester- 
day he went out and returned in the after- 
noon in a heated condition. He was told to 
co to his room, which he did, and not reap- 
pearing yen A the door Was opened and the 
man found lying deadin his bed. The de- 
ceased had privately told some acquaitannces 
that he was ofone of the best families in 
Northern Germany, and was himself a Count.

Complete Description of This Elegant 
Building—The Directors—Interior . 
Arrangements—Prices of Ad- 
mission, Ete. 


On the 7tb of last May the ground at the 
southeast corner of Nineteenth and Pine 
streets was broken and the excavating for 
the St. Louis Natatorium begun. By next 
Wednesday the elegant new building will be 
completed and opened to the citizens. The 
builaing is a two-story brick with an East 
Lake front, trimmed in stock brick and light 
sand stone. The building is 65x225 feet 
fronting on Pine street where the main en- 
trance to the hall is situated. 

This morning Mr. J. B. Legg, architect, 
showed a reporter through the building at 
which 120 men are working as hard as 120 
men ever worked. The interior of the buiid- 
ing is unobstructed by any posts, the roof be- 
ing supported by trusts extending from the 
easttothe west wall. The basinis 45 feet 
wide by 140 feet long and ranging from 3 to 11 
feetdeep, the shallowest portion being at 
the north end near the entrance and the deep- 
est at the south side. The basin is bnilt of 4- 
irch lumber laid in and covered with pitch, 
which make a_ superior and far less 
dangerous footing and siding for a bathing 
basin than the best cement. On both east and 
west sides of the basin, 160 feet long, forty 
dressing cabins will be built, and in the gal- 
leries directly over these fortv more will be 
built in each side, making 160 dressing rooms 
In front ofthese on both the lower 
floor and the galleries a promenade six feet 


| wide will be left between the dressing rooms 


and the line of the edge of the basin. At the 


| south side a stage forty feet deep and four 
| feet above the flooring has been built. 


On 
three powerful spring 
will be placed for the 
benetit of experienced swimmers. 
On the one side of this will be the cleansing 
room, a department of the Natatorium that 
bas caused much discussion and excited no 
little ridiculous talk. This has, however, 
been arranged as a precautionary measure of 
the wisdom of which the directors have been 
convinced and have consequently had the 
idea executed. Opposite this is the practis- 
ing rooms, where pupils are shown the mo- 
tions of swimming before they enter the 
water. Inthe basement under this stage the

In the 
front portion a fountain and three shower 
baths will be placed, two ordinary baths and a 
Cohen bath throwing the water in all direc- 
tions on the bather.
